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PREAMBLE.

To the Senate and General Assembly: \ 

The condition of the State's finances at the close of the 
fiscal year, October 31, 191 7, is so satisfactory that credit is re- 
flected upon all officials participating in their administration. At 
the close of the yearns business the surplus in the Treasury in 
excess of all outsanding obligations was over two million four 
hundred and fifty-eight thousand dollars, $2,458,000.00. While 
this free balance seems to be considerable it will be increased be- 
yond question by the usual shrinkage in the outstanding obliga- 
tions for which requisitions provide reservations of State funds. 
The conditions of business and finance are so unusual,, due to the 
World War, that unusual care should be exercised by the Legis- 
lature in making appropriations for more than the actual needs 
of the State. During the year just closed, in accordance with 
legislative direction enacted during the session of 19 17, the 
Executive has co-operated with the National Government to 
such an extent that extraordinary expenditures have been made 
in a sum in excess of $300,000.00. Of this amount it is expected 
that the State Treasury will be reimbursed by the National Gk)v- 
ernment in the sum of at least a quarter of a million dollars. 
These expenditures have been made in connection with the opera- 
tions of the military service, the establishment of cantonments, 
etc. In addition large disbursements are being made to replace 
the State Military units that have been taken into the National 
Service. The increased cost of all articles needed for State opera- 
tion has made it an extremely difficult year for officials charged 
with the management of institutions and departments who desired 
to obey the law and keep within their appropriations. The fact 
that in only one case was the appropriation for the maintenance 
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of an institution exceeded, and that in a small amount, and that 
in no case did any department exceed the limits of appropriation 
speaks well for the administration of their affairs from that stand- 
pfAnt. This has been due in no small measure to the operation of 
a central system of purchasing, which is dealt with in another 
report. The labor problem and the increased cost of operation 
entailed by the changing conditions in the employment world, the 
disintegration of departmental and institutional organizations by 
enlistments and draft have created situations in management such 
as never occurred heretofore and increased the burden upon the 
'officials responsible therefor to such an extent that the operation 
and maintenance of the State institutions and departments within 
appropriation limits, except in a single instance, is the most re- 
markable feature of the year's work in this State. While the in- 
creased cost of materials and labor and of supplies of every 
description must be reflected in increased appropriations for gov- 
ernmental sub-divisions, the Legislature should keep in mind the 
fact that the State's income is equally sensitive to war conditions 
and may be reduced or even seriously endangered by their con- 
tinuance. It is even now apparent that there will be a considerable 
shrinkage in the receipts from automobile licenses, also from 
hunters' and anglers' licenses. While in the latter case a loss will 
affect only the operation of a single department, the Fish and 
Game Commission, in the former case, it strikes at the State 
revenue. The road legislation of 1917 provided for the con- 
solidation of Motor Vehicle receipts, road taxes, and appropriated 
sums for road purposes into one fund to be known as the State 
Road Fund. The effect of this was to make the receipts from 
this source a part of the State revenue. Naturally any reduction 
in these receipts will necessitate increased appropriations for ad- 
ministration and road repairs. The Governmental control of rail- 
roads — if it stops there — ^may not affect State income, but the 
future is beyond our present discernment. The increasing burden 
placed upon the people by the Federal taxation necessary for the 
support of the National Government during the War is bound to 
increase. It is now so large that with the present local and county 
taxes, State School and road taxes, the imposition of a State tax 
to meet the cost of State Government or deficiencies in State in- 
come would be oppressive. Fortunately the need of such a tax 
may l>e deferred by wise and economical legislation in the matter 
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of appropriations, but it can only be deferred so long as there is 
, a healthy difference between the amount of the State's annual 
income and the total of the appropriation bills annually enacted. 
In fact a tendency to conservatism in the making of appropriations 
would be beneficial so that the present surplus in State funds 
might be conserved to meet any emergency that may occur where- 
by the State may be called upon for extraordinary disbursements 
or fo face a loss in any part of its revenue. 

For many years it has been the practice for each Legislature 
to make appropriations for permanent improvements in the An- 
nual Appropriation Bill. These appropriations became avail- 
. able on November ist succeeding the session of the Legis- 
lature. As the winter had then set in nothing was done in 
the way of advancing these improvements until the following 
spring or summer. Frequently it happened that the preparation of 
the plans and specifications or the negotiations for the purchase of 
land were not completed and contracts were not entered into until 
near the close of the succeeding fiscal year. The amount of these 
appropriations was established on the basis of prices for labor 
and material current at the time that the appropriations were 
made. Prior to the war these fluctuations were not as great as 
since that time. Still at times they interfered with the carrying 
out of the original plan. Frequently this required that plans be 
revised and proposals be invited on more than one occasion be- 
cause the receipt of bids in the original instance demonstrated 
that the plan was too expensive for the amoimt appropriated. 
Since, the war began and particularly since the United States 
entered the war the experience of the State has been that no appro- 
priations for improvements were sufficient to carry out the original 
purposes for which they were made. In the case of one /institu- 
tion an appropriation intended to provide additional accommoda- 
tions was the subject of three biddings and was finally abandoned 
at the request of the Board, having the matter in charge, for the 
reason that the building, that could be erected within the appropria- 
tion limits, would provide only one quarter of the accommodations, 
which it was anticipated would be provided by the appropriation, 
when it was originally made. It seems then that at this time by 
reason- of the constantly changing cost of materials and labor 
nothing can be accomplished by making improvement appropria- 
ti'ons in the Appropriations Bill for the fiscal year beginning

xii PREAMBLE. 

November i, 19 18. It has occurred to me that it would be better 
for the Legislature of ,1918 to deal with the matter of needed 
improvements by making appropriation therefor available for im- 
mediate disbursement. The abolition of the Supplemental Appro- 
priation Bill, more properly called a Deficiency Bill, for which 
provision was made by the 191 7 Legislature was a noteworthy 
achievement of the present administration. It opens the door for 
the enactment of legislation providing for the making of necessary 
improvements during the summer of 191 8 on the basis of costs 
more nearly ascertainable during the session of the 1918 Legisla- 
ture. It will then leave the burden on the 191 9 Legislature 
of dealing with such improvements as in its judgment will 
meet the needs of the State and which can be accomplished with 
due regard to the State's financial condition at that time. 

During the year just closed the operations of the Department 
of the Comptroller of the Treasury have been carried. out in a 
satisfactory manner as will be evidenced by an examination of the 
Report attached hereto. Since I assumed the Comptrollership on 
February 20th last the department has been enabled by reason of 
additional assistance, provided for by the Legislature of 19 17, to 
make audits in the institutions and departments of the State 
and of the books and accounts of commissions of the State. In 
all some sixteen of these audits have been made and completed. 

Improvements in the methods of administration have been 
and are constantly being made. The making of a more complete 
budget on the line projected by the present Executive will un- 
doubtedly redound to the State's credit when the new budget is 
adopted during your session, and will make more facile the opera- 
tions of this Department. Since my induction into office I have 
had an^ opportunity of making comparisons with the methods in 
use in the financial departments of other States. These compari- 
sons have convinced me that the financial departments of New 
Jersey are conducted on a plane far in advance of the methods 
followed in' our sister States. It is my aim, however, to bring 
about a condition which will make the administration of the De- 
partment remarkable by the prompt payment of State obligations. 
Careful examinations of this matter in many States show that the 
payment of obligations is a slow process in other States, and that 
payments are delayed longer, as a rule, than in this State. This 
is due, in most cases, and particularly in our State, to delays in 
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the rendition of accounts, and more delay; in filing them in form 
for payment in the disbursing department. It has become the 
custom for departmental and institutional officials to evade the 
responsibility for delay in their own divisions by placing it on the 
department of the Comptroller of the Treasury. Almost in- 
variably investigation has developed the fact that the account has 
not reached that department or had been recently filed there while 
the claimant was in some way impressed with the idea that the 
claim was in the disbursing department long before it reached 
there. The Legislature of 19 17 provided an appropriation to be 
used as a revolving fund for the purchases made by the State 
Purchasing Commission. The advent of the Country into war, 
and technical difficulties, in the way of the operation of a prompt 
payment plan, prevented the use of the amount provided for the 
period intervening between the close of the legislative session and 
the end of the fiscal year. The necessity for keeping intact the 
appropriation to meet any war emergency made it equally desir- 
able to keep this fund available in the event that such an emerg- 
ency arose. It was not brought into use and was allowed to lapse 
at the close of the fiscal year. The current appropriation act car- 
ries with it a more considerable sum for the same purpose. The 
difficulties in the way of the operation of the plan for making 
prompt payments have been met and surmounted. A system of 
quick payments, at least as far as the purchases made by the 
State Purchasing Commission is being prepared and will be pro- 
jected by the time that your body is in session. It is my hope 
that by the operation of this plan the complaints heretofore made 
by merchants concerning the delay in the payment of State bills 
will be done away witH, and that during my administration the 
State will establish af reputation for the prompt payment of its 
obligations. It is only fair to state, however, that even at the 
present time payments of bills involving discount features are 
promptly made and except in isolated cases, beyond the control 
of this Department, other payments are made within periods that 
compare favorably with those required by corporations transact- 
ing an equal volume of business. During the year ending October 
31, 1917, the total number of warrants issued by this Department, 
involving an equal number of checks issued were 71,530. During 
the same period the number of receipts totaled 17,657 a com- 
bined increase over the preceding year of 2,844. 
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TRANSFER INHERITANCE TAX. 

It is now established beyond any question that the Transfer 
Inheritance Tax Statutes can be considered a dependable and 
very productive source of revenue. The results obtained since the 
passage of the Amendments of 1914 demonstrate the fact that 
the annual revenue to be derived from this source will exceed all 
of the orginal expectations. 

At the last session of the Legislature certain laws were passed 
by virtue of which the attaches of the Transfer Inheritance Tax 
Bureau were placed within the jurisdiction of the Civil Service 
Laws. As a result of this legislation all positions in the Bureau 
were vacated and the new appointees were selected from lists 
certified by the Civil Service Commission after a competitive 
examination. 

As was expected this disturbed condition in the administra- 
tion of the statutes was reflected in the amount of revenue derived 
from estates of resident decedents. However, this decrease was 
more than offset by the taxes collected from estates of non-resi- 
dent decedents so that the sum total of all revenue derived from 
this source exceeded that collected in any other year in the history 
of the State. 

In order to reduce to a minimum all of the inconveniences at- 
tending the proper administration of the Statutes, very important 
changes in the departmental policy were formulated and put into 
operation on June .15, 191 7. On this date, there was delivered to 
each and every bank in the State a blanket consent permitting the 
transfer of 50 per centum of all funds on deposit to the credit of 
a deceased person where said deceased person died June 15, 191 7 
or thereafter. There were also delivered to the various District 
Supervisors throughout the State, signed consents permitting the 
inspection of the contents of safe deposit boxes. This allowed a 
direct application to the District Supervisor and avoided the, neces- 
sity of first communicating with the Bureau at Trenton. The con- 
sent also included permission to release the contents of the box 
immediately following the inspection so that the representatives of 
the estate obtained immediate control over said contents. These 
new administrative features are more or less experimental and will 
be altered or revoked if found to affect in any manner the amount 
of revenue to be derived from this source. 

The most important happening of the year has been the sue- 
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cessful termination in the Courts of this State of the litigation 
having for its object the setting aside of the statute so far as the 
same appHes to the estates of non-resident decedents. It was con- 
tended that the statute violated the provisions of the Constitution 
of the United States, and also that the construction of the statute 
as fixed by the department and its method of assessing the tax 
thereunder were incorrect. The Supreme Court sustained the 
constitutionality of the statute and also approved the construc- 
tion of , the same and the method of assessing the tax. The Court 
of Errors and Appeals affirmed the decision of the Supreme Court, 
and it is gratifying to note that there was not in either Court a 
dissenting vote. The constitutionality of the statute so far as the 
same applies to the estates of resident decedents, has also been 
passed upon by the Courts of tbis ^tate and the decisions have all 
been in favor of the State.

DE:bT 01^ THE STATE. 

Certificates of the State issued to the Commissioners of the 
Agricultural College, pursuant to Chapter 417 of the Laws of 
1895, amounting to $116,000.00, is the only debt of the State. 

Under an act of Congress of the United States, approved July 
2nd, 1862, entitled "An act donating public lands to the several 
States and Territories which may provide colleges for the benefit 
of agriculture and the mechanic arts," there was invested for 
the benefit of the State Agricultural College the sum of $116,- 
000.00 in the war bonds of the State, being the proceeds from 
sales of land scrip. The war bonds have all matured and been 
paid. Owing to the inability of the Commissioners to invest the 
said sum of $1 16,000.00 conformably to the said act of Congress, 
which provides, "That all moneys derived from the sale of the 
lands aforesaid by the States to which the lands are apportioned, 
and from the sales of land scrip hereinbefore provided for, shall 
be invested in stocks of the United States, or of the States,, or 
some other safe stocks, yielding not less than five per centum 
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upon the par value of said stocks," the Legislature, at the session 
of 1895, passed an act authorizing the Commissioners to trans- 
fer and pay over, as money shall be by tliem received, to the 
Sinking Fund of this ^tate, and authorizing the State Treasurer 
and Comptroller to issue and deliver therefor to said Commis- 
sioners a certificate of this State to the effect that the State will 
pay to said Commissioners five per centum annually of the amount 
so paid into or transferred to the Sinking Fund. 

Under an act approved April 8th, 1903, the Sinking Fund 
has been assigned and. is now a part of the permanent School 
Fund of the State. 

The assets of the State Fund consist of 1,887 shares of stock 
of the United Railroad and Canal Company of New Jersey, the 
market value of which amounts to about $390,000.00.

SCHOOL TAX OF 1916. 

The school tax of 191 6 levied in the year 191 5 upon the tax- 
able property of $2,583,953,595.29 (as shown in the assessors' 
valuations hereafter stated), amounted to $7,105,872.37, less 
$100,000.00 appropriated from the State Fund for the purpose of 
reducing the tax, leaving the net amount of tax $7,005,872.37. 

This amount was paid during the year just closed by the 
several counties in the State, and as soon as received ninety per 
centum of the amount paid by each county was repaid, and ten 
per centum, constituting the Reserve Fund, was distributed in 
accordance with the apportionment made by the State Board of 
Education. 

The amounts received and the amounts paid to the respective 
counties will be found in the following table :

The law requires every County Collector to pay the State 
Treasurer the quota of the State School tax from his county on or 
before the twentieth day of January next after the assessment, 
thereof, and as soon as it is received, ninety (90) per centum of 
the amount paid by each county will be repaid.
